_^__ It was afraid the republican party 
would lose votes in Akron on account of it 
Cower is spoken of as a "famous republi- 
can politician." A republican paper says 
that the result of the cut was to cut down 
the republican party's majority in Akron 
perceptibly. And now we nave some re- 
publican papeis getting after Conger. They 
say that bis was a "small man's work," 
and that his championship of Elaine is cal- 
culated to injure the chances of the high 
priest of fake reciprocity. 


It is not the busmess of a democratic 


paper to defend Conger. He is away off in 
polities, and the fact that be is a Elaine 
boomer Is an Indication that be will never 
get right Bat the fact that he was able to 
cut wages dnring a warm campaign in a 
republican state is one that deserves some 
attention, a little more than republican 
papers are disposed lo give it 
Those 


papers may call him a small man, and 
probably be is. Bnt what about the politi- 
cal system of trade legislation that allows 
him to practice his smallness upon the pro- 
tected American workingman?. This is of 
more Importance than any trait to be found 
in Conger. 


And it should not be forgotten that Con- 


ger did during a campaign only what Car- 
negie did after one. Carnegie's cut in 
wages amounted in a short time to 33 per 
cent All of this came after Harrison's 
election. There were no republican papers 
to say that Carnegie's work was that of a 
small man. During the campaign of 1683 
he conducted himself in a way to bold the 
votes uf his workingmen for the republican 
candidates. Just after the campaign he 
began on a system that will enable him to 
lay by some "fat" for the time when the 
patriotic fryers will be around in 1892 
Neither of these tricks is described as 
small 
The republican papty has profited 


by one of them, and it expects to have a toler- 
ably jolly time out of the other. On 
this account Carnegie is a patriot in the re- 
publican calendar.

She followed 
his with a rapid review of some of the rep- 
resentative poets of the different ages, in 
eluding Homer. Dante, Shakespeare.Shdley, 
Jyron, Pope, Keats. Browning and Tenny- 
son she characterized as the master poets of 
the Victorian age. In her treatment of the 
..abject proper she first compared and con- 
trasted these two writers who, she said sup- 
jlemented but could not supplant each other, 
3he then discussed the poems of Tennyson 
from the appearance of his first volume at 
:he age of 1'J through the 
successive 


stages of his development from being 
mere rhymster, learning the use of his tools 
up to the production of his great master- 
piece, "in Memoriam." The writer she 
calls the great thought poet of the age, and 
the poem the typical poeni of the age 
Nineteenth century logic and the new idea 
of evolution first find place in this. 


Of his dramatic poems she said that no 


man who lived so much apart troui the 
world as Tennyson did could ever become 
great as a dramatist. 


She did not care to touch on his late 


poems because bhe did not wish that he 
last word be a criticism. 


The paper was a masterly critique and 


throughout indicated not only a thorough 
knowledge of (he subject but a high orde 
of literary ability on the part of the writer
